Charities flag up number of 
rough sleepers in borough 


At least 26 individuals or families will be 
spending this Christmas classed as home¬ 
less in Kingston, according to new official 
figures. 

But charities in the borough say statis¬ 
tics are only the tip of the iceberg in a 
growing problem for the town. 

The latest Government figures show that 
between June and September Kingston 
Council had accepted 26 households - in¬ 
cluding single persons, couples and fami¬ 
nes - as homeless and in priority need. 

A further 470 households were in tempo¬ 
rary accommodation by September 30. 

But outreach worker and former rough- 
sleeper Dan Wheeler, from Kingston 
Churches Action on Homelessness 
(KCAH), said the figures did not reflect the 
true picture. 

He said: “The last count I did in Novem¬ 
ber was 37 rough sleepers, and that 
changes week by week. 

“In Kingston I would say there will al¬ 
ways be at least 20 to 30 people sleeping 
rough at any given time.” 

Mr Wheeler said most of Kingston’s 
homeless were men, although this year 
women with children had come seeking 
help. 

There had also been an increase in the 
number of eastern European people sleep¬ 
ing on the streets. 

Recently one rough sleeper was hospi¬ 
talised with hypothermia and trench foot, 
while others could die out in the cold, 
according to Mr Wheeler. 

He said: “It sounds silly when you’re in 
such a wealthy borough like Kingston to 
have death on your doorstep, but people 
are dying.” 

KCAH is currently running the mobile 
winter night shelter, which provides a 
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hot meal, a bed and breakfast for up to 
12 people a night, in different venues 
across the borough including a new shel¬ 
ter at St Peter’s Church. 

Project manager Rachel Makin said the 
shelters was full every night this year, 
and said: “[Homelessness] is definitely 
increasing. This year we’ve seen a rise in 
the number of people who have been on 
the streets for longer. 

“It is harder to house these people as 
their lives tend to be more chaotic and 
they have alcohol problems. 

“What we need is more support to help 
manage these people, so they get to a point 
where they can sustain accommodation by 
themselves.” 

Last week, Christopher Turner, 51, was 
convicted of fraud after begging outside 
HSBC in Surbiton as a homeless person 
despite having a council house in King 
Charles Road. 

Mr Wheeler said it was down to individu¬ 
als whether they gave money to homeless 
people. 

He said: “I would discourage giving cash 
to homeless people, as it will only sustain 
them for the day. By giving to charity, we 
can put the money to help them with hous¬ 
ing, getting into programmes and getting 
off the streets.”

Mr Lee said: “You have no 
right to drive on here. 

“You’re being recorded. I’m 
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handing it over to the police.” 

The driver said: “What are the 
police going to do?” 

Mr Lee added: “Just you wait 
and see, sunshine. We paid for 
this. You can’t drive on it.” 

As the van drove away Mr Lee 
ran after it shouting: “He’ll 
pay!” 

He complained to the police on 
the same day. 

Mr Lee said: “All I did was flick 
my phone on and record it. 

“We as a community can tackle 
those idiots. 

“The Greenway is a great suc¬ 
cess, a bit like the fountain in the 


market place. 

“It’s our area - we have to take 
responsibility for it.” 

Tolworth and Hook Rise Coun¬ 
cillor Vicki Harris said: “Good 
on him for actually facing up to 
the guy. 

“There are parts of the Green¬ 
way that have trees planted in it 
- clearly it is not a parking 
area.” 

A Kingston police spokeswom¬ 
an said today that criminal pro¬ 
ceedings were not under way. 

The Highway Code, section 145, 
says: “You must not drive on or 
over a pavement, footpath or bri¬ 
dleway except to gain lawful ac¬ 
cess to property, or in the case of 
an emergency.”

The plans, submitted to the 
Mayor of London’s Outer 
London Cycling Fund, also 
include proposals for a cy¬ 
cling “superskyway” over 
the Thames next to Kingston 
Bridge, a Dutch-style round¬ 
about at the Fountain round¬ 
about in New Malden and 
converting the taxi rank out¬ 
side Surbiton station into a 
new plaza for cyclists and 
pedestrians. 

The scheme has been short¬ 


listed by the Mayor for a 
share of a £100m pot aimed 
at making cycling more ap¬ 
pealing for residentsliving 


in outer London boroughs. 

A decision on the success¬ 
ful bids is expected to be an¬ 
nounced next month. 


Barrister named as Conservative candidate 


A barrister who has worked on 
the Leveson Inquiry and the in¬ 
quest of gunman Raoul Moat 
has been named as the Conser¬ 
vative party’s parliamentary 
candidate for Kingston at the 
2015 general election. 

James Berry will challenge Ed¬ 
ward Davey for his Kingston and 
Surbiton seat next year, hoping to 
bring an end to Liberal Democrat’s 
17-year parliamentary career. 

The 30-year-old, who lives with 
his wife in Victoria, central Lon¬ 
don, said the fact he did not live in 


the constituency should not put off 
potential voters. 

Mr Berry said: “I’ve been to 
Kingston many times, but I’m not 
claiming to be a local candidate. 

“There’s lots of candidates being 
picked who aren’t from the area 
they’re standing in, but I think it’s 
a question of being able to listen to 
residents and stand up for them. 

“I’ve spoken to a lot of Kingston 
Conservative members and I have 
seen in your own paper there is 
going to be 1,000 extra school 
places needed and that’s certainly 


a massive concern to me. 

“I also want to make sure 
Kingston and Surbiton is a clean 
and safe place to live. It normally is 
safe, but there are crime hotspots 
like in Kingston town centre and 
we can’t be fooled by the statistics 
that say otherwise.”

Prosecutor Stanley Amah 
said: “The offences began in 
2004 and they have run on 
until 2011 until they were dis¬ 
covered by the Department 
for Work and Pensions. The fi¬ 
nancial gain in this case is at 
£ 66 , 000 .” 

An investigator visited 
Dixon’s home in April 2012 
and he was interviewed the 
following year in May when 
he admitted the crimes. 

He told prosecutors he car¬ 
ried out the benefit fraud fol¬ 
lowing financial difficulties 
after losing a job, a death of a 
close friend and the break¬ 
down of his marriage. 

Dixon told the Kingston 
Guardian: “I was suffering 
from depression, I had been 
diagnosed with a serious ill¬ 
ness and my mother had just 
died a very unpleasant death. 

“I was faced with very sub¬ 
stantial debts and was in dan¬ 
ger of losing my home. Rather 
than seeing my children put 
out on the streets I took the 
only option, as I saw it at the 
time, which was to use the 
money. 


“This action has meant that 
I have lost my career, my 
home, my marriage and my 
self-respect; to make matters 
worse I have just been diag¬ 
nosed with cancer. 

“I would also like to add that 
all of the money is being paid 
back to the Department for 
Work and Pensions.” 

A neighbour said Dixon 
lived in a happy family-of- 
four. She said: “They are not 
very kind. They are always 
complaining. 

“I am surprised about this 
because a while ago their car 
got egged and they called the 
police about it.” 

Dixon and two of his sib¬ 
lings were each given £10,000 
from his father’s will and he 
also benefited from selling 
their family home in Seaford 
for £95,000. 

Fraud investigator Ann 
Goslyn said: “Brian Dixon 
lived a lie for nearly eight 
years, profiteering from his 
mother’s death while defraud¬ 
ing the taxpayer of tens of 
thousands of pounds.” 

Dixon will appear at 
Kingston Crown Court at a 
later date to be sentenced.

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Boris bike trio go hire 
and higher to hit peak 


Three friends who took a 
Boris bike to scale a Tour de 
France landmark in a day re¬ 
turned it with just 22 seconds 
to spare. 

Cyclists Ian Laurie, 
Matthew Winstone, and 
Robert Holden hired a bike 
from New Kent Road in South¬ 
wark at 3.58am on October 26. 

They paid the £2 daily hire 
charge and, with the bike in 
the back of a van, drove to 
Mont Ventoux - the most 
daunting peak on the Tour de 
France course. 

The bike was returned at 
3.57am the next day, just in 
time to avoid the £150 Trans¬ 
port for London fee for going 
over the 24-hour limit. 

They have now published a 
self-made documentary about 
the feat. 

Film-maker Ian Laurie, 
from Kingston, said: “The 
only real thing we could do 
was see if we got the fine or 
not. 

“I never for one second 
thought that we would be that 
close. 

“We were the last vehicle 
that was allowed on the Euro 
Tunnel going back. Then it 
was 10 minutes late.”

Council dumps plans for 
new arts quarter and plaza 


Plans from the company that 
owns the Bentalls store for a 
new arts quarter and residen¬ 
tial plaza in the town 
centre were blocked by 
councillors. 

The proposed Thames Side 
Wharf development, including 
97 apartments, was rejected at 
a development control commit¬ 
tee meeting. 

Mark Fenwick, chairman of 
Fenwick, the company behind 
the plans, said: “I am obviously 
disappointed with the decision 
as I have taken great personal 
interest in the development of 
this site, which has been, for 
many years, an eyesore in the 
centre of Kingston.” 

Councillor Rachel Reid, who 
voted against the rejection mo¬ 
tion, said: “All of us had a big 
issue with the fact that the 
money being secured from 
them for affordable housing 
was only £266,000. 

“As for the scheme itself, I 


personally didn’t have a prob¬ 
lem with it as I think it is an 
area in need of development 
and I liked the idea of the 
plaza.” 

A spokesman for Bentalls 
said: “The company will now 
reflect on whether this is the 
right time to bring this devel¬ 
opment forward.” 

Committee chairman Coun 
Vicki Harris said: “It does need 
something doing to it, but it 
has to be right. 

“The affordable housing they 
were proposing was absolutely 
laughable.” 

Marilyn Mason, of Lower 
Ham Road, is a member of 
Canbury Area Residents’ 
Association. 

She said: “I did like the public 
square that they had got 
planned. 

“Our concern will be now 
about what fills that space. It is 
just a car park and scruffy bit 
of land.”
